Hore are the Reasons. 


It. was disclosed very quickly that 
tho men of the Nineteenth Route 
army completely trusted their young 
commander, General Tsai Ting Kai.

‘Vehicular Ferry. 


The decision to construct picrs 
in connexion with the proposed 
establishment of f& Ferry’ Service 
for vehicles as well ag passengers,

» For many years it has been 
known that cancer canbe induced 
in animals by the repented ap- 
plication of tar at ¢ertain tem. 
peratures, Last year Dr, J. W, 
Cook, of the Cancer Hospital 
(Free), Brompton-rond, was - able 


| to report that he had isotated from 


the tar group a hydrocarbon which 
wns found to produce cancer in a 
very large and constant propor- 
tion of eases ; 

Now it “is Rndwa thnk,” during 
the process of dmoking, tobacco 
also produces a tar, and it was 
thought that there might possibly 
be some relation between this and 
the incidence of cancer in the lip, 
tongue, and throat, - 

Prolonged experiments’ were, 
therefore, made with tobacco ‘tar 
in various solutions and at various 
temperatures, But of the large 
number of mice treated, only 
one ‘exhibited any traces of 
cancer, and that. only at the end 
of sixteen months.

Last year Dr. Lumsden obtained 
an_anti-cancer serum that could be 
safely injected into mice. He has 
sinco been working intensively 
with this sorum. .

SUBMARINES. 
WELL EQUIPPED FOR 
RESCUE OF CREW. — 


Washington.—United States sub- 


marines Bre now better equipped 
than ever ‘before for rescue of the 
crow in‘caso of undorsea accidents, 

Should an American submarine 
sink to the samo depth as ths 
French submarine Promethee, re- 
contly lost off Cherbourg, the crew 
probably would bo able, to excapo 
unaided provided «they could keep 
the water from flooding the entire 
vesse!.: 

The “lung,” individual rescue 
device developed by the navy, ia 
believed capable of rescuing a sub- 
marine’s crew. at any depth at 
which the vessel would be ablo to 
resist boing crushed by tho pressure 
of the water, say. the navy’s sub. 
marine rescuy exports, 

The navy also tins five large steol 
rescue chambers, which can bo 
lowered into the wator and adjust- 
ed over a hatch, allowing the crew 
to climb in and be hauled to the 
surface 


Radio Apparatus, 


American submarines also can 
bend out radio signals from below 
the’ surface. This is done by re- 
leasing a buoy which ia equipped 
with a: radio coil, telephone, and 
electric connections for the disabled 
vessel, The submersibles also are 
equipped’ with air hose conaections 
for pumping in fresh air and re- 
moving fou) a1r, 

_ The “lung,” which resembles a 
gas mask in appearance and mothod 
of operation, is standard equipment 
for all submarines. 


In Case of Accident. 


When a submarine sinks, the crew 
escapes, if possible, to one compart- 
ment, the water-tight door is closed 
and each man dons a ‘flung.’ * 

A flooding valve then is opened, 
and water flows into the compart- 
ment, This forces the air. inthe 
compartment toward the ceilfig, 
and whon tho pressure between this 
air and tho incoming water "is 
equalized, an air bubble is forméd 
botweon the water. and the ceiling, 
and tho men stand with their heads 
in’ this bubble. 

The men then. insert the sciosi 
piece of the “lung” in the mouth, 
place a clamp on the nose, and in- 
flate ‘the breathing bag of ‘ the 
“lung? with oxygen. 


The Becape Hatch.

A correspondent from Belfast 
writing to a friend in Hang Kong 
gives the following vivid account 
‘of the recent Eucharistic Confer- 
ence in Dublin:— 

Alt laut week, the Roman Catholies 
were having a Eucharistic Con- 
gress’ in Dublin. Pilgrims flocked to 
(Dublin from ald: parts of the Globe,

THE SEAMEN’S INSTITUTE. 


(To THE EDITOR OF THE '‘ HONG KONG 
DAILY PRESS.’’) 


Sin,—While thanking you for your 
interest in the Missions to Seamen, 
T-should bo much obliged if you 
will allow mo to make the following 
corrections to tho report of your 
representative's interview with me. 
.: Dr. Ashley was inspired to go out 
and actually visit the shipping. The 
Institutes ashore camo later, Tho 
principal ‘work, of the Society. is 
dona so far as possibla on board 
ship. Also his work” was for sea- 
men Mot necessary idle, As any 
seafarer knows there ‘is plenty of 
work to ba done ona wind-jammer 
or any other ship at uny time whe- 
ther wind and tido-bound or not. 

We definitely do no? take in non- 
seafarers, I specially stressed the 
point that in the past we used to 
do so because then there were no 
other places for them to’ frequent. 
Now we strictly observo our rule 
that the Institutes aro for the 
benefit of bond fide acafarers only, 

Tho remark nbout the character 
of seafarers was actually decidedly 
‘different. I said in-effect that there 
was still a general impression that 
seafolk were mostly hard cases, but 
that ‘while shipping: conditions en- 
ubled all sorts of doubtful churac- 
.ters to get jobs aflont and poso as 
scumen und while not all seamen 
were angels, ‘any more than any 


other body of men, they. were cvery ]- 


bit as good as shorefolk,’ 

We do not segregute on ono floor 
unemployed seafarers. They get 
just the. same..advantages“as any: 
other man using the Institute, and 
anyhow wo havo not the spare room 
to give up the whole of a floor for 
any one -purpose.* . 4 oe 

Tho various. forms of tlinaielan 
are for the benefit of any seafarers 
who like to take advantage of them, 
not only for “lodgers.” Generally 
the unemployed members of tha 
brotherhood are far too keen not to 
miss the chance of a job through 
being away on a picnic to come 
out bathing and on oxpeditions. 

Tho launch is an integral part of

Viexwa, Aug. 20. 
. JOHANNES” SCHOBER, a 
leading political figuro in 
Austrian both before, ‘during and 
siyce the Great War, died to-day. 
Ho’. was: a former Chancellor and 
served in the Government of his 
country in many capacities. 

Dr. . Schober has been. Vice- 
Chancellor. and Minister of For. 
eign Affaira since’ 1930. He was 
only 58 and his death occurred very 
suddenly. 

He joined the “Public Administra, 
tion Service in 1898, first as the 
Magistrate in Vienna and then in 
the Imporial Police Administra- 
tion. Later ho served in the Home 
Office, in’ tho’ Ministry of Interior. 

He wag made Police Presidont of 
Vienna in 1918, was. Prime Minister 
and Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
Federal’ Chancellor, in 1921, and 
resigned in 1922. -He resumed office 
as Police President therenfter, and 
‘was again Prime Minister and 
Minister for Foreign Affnira 1990 
to 1930. He was’ Minister of Jus- 
tice in 1931,
